To help finance changes in ¡ 
the law, enacted last summer — 
including a program of hospital 
insurance for people 65 and 
over, a 7 per cent increase in 
cash benefits, and other im­ 
portant improvements in the 
social 
security 
program, 
the 
contribution 
rate 
has 
been 
raised to 4.2 per cent for 1966, 
instead of the previously sche­ 
duled 4 Vs per cent. 


Of the 4.2 per cent contribu­ 
tion rate. 0.35 per cent (35 cents 
out of each $100 of taxable 
wages) goes to finance hospital 
insurance benefits. 


In addition, the amount of 
annual earnings subject to the 
tax contribution and creditable 
toward social security benefits 
is raised from $4,800 to $6,600.

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Peace In Viet Nam 


The holidays brought an American peace drive on 
Viet Nam. Bombing of North Viet Nam. from whicli 
the Communist forces infiltrate South Viet Nam, has 
been suspended for more tiian a week. 


While the United States was givinjr the Reds this 
breather on the battlefront. it was waging peace on the 
diplomatic front, tiying for a contact that would bring 
the Communists to the bai’gaining table for peace talks. 


U.S. Ambassador-at-i.arge Averill Harriman con- 
ferred witli the Polisli foreign minister in Warsaw, 
which is an international listening ]X)st and our chief 
source of contact witli Red China, wliich has an emlwssy 
there. United Nations Ambassador Artluir Goldberg 
conferred with Pooe Paul VI in Rome, and with French 
President Charles DeGaulle and NATO officials in Paris. 


Tlie Vatican has been trying for a cease fire and 
peace in Viet Nam. working through church p d diplo­ 
matic circles, and DeGaulle is one of the critics of our 
intervention in South Viet Xam, which, without the aid 
of America and its few allies there, would be overrun 
bv the Communist North Viet Nam forces.

'Pie Unitr?d State.s inched into its commitment to 
help the Saigon government survive Red conquest, send­ 
ing first a force of military advisers to the South Viet 
Nam military forces. With the war being lost. Presi­ 
dent Johnson sent in our own troops and we’ve been 
building up our forces theie steadily and losing increas­ 
ing numl)ers of men Ijecause of our active involvement 
in the fighting. 


DeGaulle, heading the nation that is one of .Amer­ 
ica’s strongest allies would find it difficult to be friend­ 
ly toward the American intervention in Viet Nam. It is 
part of the old French Indo China which France lost to 
nationalism and to the Communists after World War 
11 in a long and costly war. To have the United States 
succeed there—even with altruistic intervention as con­ 
trasted with France’s colonialism—would be an affront 
to DeGaulle and his supernationalism. He has tried, 
with no notable success, to play footie with the Com­ 
munists at Moscow’ and even Peking. 


His aid to an Ameiican peace effort in Viet Nam 
might be suspected of willingness to let the Reds take 
over there, l)ut he is a realist as well as a nationalist and 
the war in Viet Nam is a very serious conflict that could 
trigger a world war and destroy France.

In our peace offensive our ambassador to Russia 
saw the Soviet president and in the Onent Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey talked with Japan’s leaders. W^e are ex­ 
ploiting every avenue that might lead to negotiation to 
end the fighting and would at this point probably accept 
a peace that would not have been acceptable earlier. 


We are caught in a dilemma. We are fighting in a 
cause which we regard as noble—the cause of freedom: 
the nght of peoples to self-determination of national 
status—but our commitment has led us into a slough 
of trouble. We could fight for years in Viet Nam, sacri­ 
ficing thousands of Americans and billions of dollars 
w’ithout resolving the issue—can South Viet Nam be 
free, or must it accept Red iiile?—if Red China decides 
that she will profit by engaging the United States in a 
land w^ar in Asia.

Our military leaders have wai ned us against such 
involvement for decades but we’re in it up to our knees 
now and with the pro.spect that we may be in it up to 
our necks. The draft card burners are kookic. the nut 
fringe on any armed conflict, but some of ouj* sei’ious 
statesmen are questioning our involvement in Viet Nam. 
If it is impossible to make peace now. with an earnest 
effort, as we did in Korea (after so many tries) it will 
show us the size of the Cliina problem as Peking moves 
to take over the leadership of international communism 
from Russia. 


Hanoi is a pawn. It would pi*obably make peace 
now if it could, but it couldn’t make war on South Viet 
Nam without China’s aid and it can’t make peace with­ 
out her permission. Cliina might prolong the war in 
South Viet Nam to build up our foi'ces thei*e for a big 
effort to smasli us. but the threat of atomic warfare is 
a deterrent. Amei ica mu.st liope that it is a big enough 
deterrent.

W ithout the Johnson-Gold-

its one-man, one-vote rule that 
aportionment must be based on 
population. 


The GOP plan would make a 
change in U.P. districting by 
throwing West Delta (includ­ 
ing Escanaba), Menominee and 
Dickinson counties into one leg­ 
islative district for the House 
of Representatives.

In spring and fall the ama­ 
teur bird-watcher, even in the 
inner city, is due for a confus­ 
ing experience. Migrating flocks 
of unusual birds — warblers, 
sparrows, thrushes — ¡x)p into 
city yards, and abruptly depart.

There are spectacular visitor^

When evening grosbeak.s arrive, 
it’s news! According to a IC- 
year survey reix>rt published by 
Cranbrook Institute there were 
only two winters when evening 
grosbecks weren’t sighted in the 
Ditroit area. 


A big town has bird species 
that have become established 
within reccnl decades, since the 
predatory youngster with a .2‘i 
or air gun has been barred with­ 
in city limits. Crows frequent 
neighborhoods in the inner city 
and are credited with helping 
to keep city pigeons under con­ 
trol by raiding their nests. 


Sparrow hawks are frequent­ 
ly sighted. Screech owls occa­ 
sionally nest in city backyards. 
I ’he nesting owls are quick to 
attack an intruder and the jx)- 
lice are called on now and then 
to come to the rescue of people 
who are terrified of the little 
owls. 


There are ducks that go no 
further south than the Detroit 
River. 
A 
flock 
of 
mallards 
keeps the Detroit Yacht Club 
lagoon free of ice. WTion a car 
stops, the mallards scramble up 
the bank to be fed. A flock oi 
up to 200 bluebill 
hangs 
out 
at tlie foot of Third Street in 
Detroit. Other Michigan towns, 
such as Uwcll and Traverse 
City, are hosts to wintering wild­ 
fowl. Sizeable 
flocks of mute 
swan are permanent residents of 
Uxalities in the northw'est sec­ 
tion oi the Lower Peninsula.

Cost Of Living 
Moves Up Again 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
cost of living rose two tenths of 
1 |)er cent in November, the 
Labor Department reported. 


Prices for virtually all goods 
.ind services moved up to boost 
the cost of living to 110.6 per 
cent of the 1957-59 base period. 


This meant that a dollar wes 
worth only 90 cents by 1957-59 
.standards. 


A Labw Department spokes­ 
man said the cost of living for 
this year is expected to be 
nearly 2 per cent above 1964— 
the 
largest 
annual 
increase 
since 1958. 


An exception to the rising 
trend in November was the cost 
of 
food, 
which 
remained 
unchanged. Increases in fresh 
vegetable prices were offset by 
decreases in the price of fresh 
fruits and meats. 


Among the increases were: 
one 
per cent 
for new cars, 
three-tentlis of one per cent for 
apparel, two-tenths of «le i>er 
cent 
for housing 
and three- 
tenths 
of one 
per 
cent for 
medical care.

Another reason for 
poor shtoting was that Michigan 
has very few quail dogs. A bird 
dog accustom ^ to pheasant is 
confused by quail. 


Now to repeat a favorite pre­ 
diction. One of these days farm ­ 
ers will raise game as an easy 
cash crop. With very little man­ 
agement in way of food and cov­ 
er plantings Michigan can have 
a fair supply of quail for annual 
harvesting. There may be bird- 
dog pups now being weaned that 
will be taught to handle quail.
